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General Jackson, Mr. Lacock, Mr. Ciay, 

and Public Sentiment. 

The contest, in relation to the conduct of Gene- 
ral Jackson in the campaign against the Seminoles, 
has not yet entirely subsided: but the force of the 
conflict is broken; and what remains of the agi- 
tation is the mere swell of the passions occasion- 
ed by preceding controversies. From the mo- 
ment that the House of Representatives, which is 
the grand inquest of the nation, had decided, the 
question ceased to be important to the public. 
Yo those who are fond of political amusement, 
General Jackson’s Strictures on Sir. Lacock’s Re- 
port to the Senate, and Mr. Lacock’s Reply to 
the Strictures, will, nevertheless, be attractive: 
But the elevated and enlightened statesman can 
view them in no other light, than as acrimonious 
discussions arising out of personal animosity. 

Whilst the character of the country was at 
stake, we took, with a decision called for by the 
occasion, the side of General Jackson; not us Ge- 
neral Jackson; but as the instrument which exe- 
cuted the orders of the government. With his 
acquittal by the House of Representatives, our 
task ended. We do not feel disposed to follow 
in the trail of private squabbles, however they 
may demonstrate themselves through the abused 
forms of legislation or bear the indicia of the 
commander in chief of the southern division of 
the army. 

Although we are clearly of opinion that the 
conduct of General Jackson was strictly justifiable 
in the invasion of Florida, yet we feel persuaded 
that it required ad/ the circumstances of the case 
to constitute that justification. The actual de 
portment of the Spanish authorities, the general 
course of policy pursued towards the United 
States by the government of Spain, the terrible 
inroads and savage massacres by the Indians, and 
the impossibility of reducing them within the 

limits of the United States, were all necessary to 
the justification of the General in seizing upen St. 
Marks and Pensacola. 

Farther than this we have not gone, nor do we 





and at Baltimore, have not obtained our appro- 
bation. ‘he passions of the people, it is true, 
were, on this occasion, in unison with the sense 
of the popular branch of the legislature: But, 
then, these feastings were in the nature of 
an appeal from the constituted authorities, to 
the undefined sensations of the community: 
And if it may with propriety be resorted to 
in this instance, it may, in the case of a fortu- 
nate military chief, be resorted to ‘in opposi- 
tion to the regular dispensation of rewards and 
punishn;ents from any and every branch of go- 
vernment. The evil effects of such complimenta- 
ry carousings has been felt at New York, in parti- 
cular. Asif the people of that commonwealth 
were not competent to determine as to the quali- 
ties of their own state executive, the éoust of ge- 
neral Jackson is considered as fixing them. ‘The 
public journals of the city of New York have ex- 
hibited the ridiculous spectacle of disputing, 
whether the general drank “De Witt Clinton, 
governor of the great and putriotic state of New 
York,” or “the great and patriotic De Witt Clin- 
ton, governor of the state of New York;” in other 
words, whether the patriotism was meant to apply to 
the governor or to the commonwealth! It is doubt- 
less desirable to enjoy the good opinion of enlight- 
ened and virtuous men: But what are we to infer, 
when the inhabitants of the Mudson appeal to the 
judgment of an individual residing in West ‘Ten- 
nessee for the character of their chief magistrate! 
That general Jackson fgits well, cannot be doubt- 
ed: that his mind is energetic, will not be ques- 
tioned; but that he is a good judge of the quali. 
ties indispensable in a ruler, or well qualified for 
a ruler himself, is not, in our opinion, so well as- 
certained. He should never forget, that he owes 
it to the wisdom and moderation of the adminis- 
tration that he is not now a discarded general. 

If the incidents connected with general Jack- 
son’s visit to New York, have compelled us to 
make these animadversions, Mr. Lacock’s report, 
from the committee of the Senate, is equally open 
to reprehension. ‘To make a report, without the 
usual accompanying resolution; to bring it in at a 
moment too late for discussion, or for being in any 
way disposed of; to Icave it as a corroding sting, 
to destroy general Jackson’s character; render 
the course adopted by the committee of the Se- 
nate extremely censurable Even supposing ge- 
neral Jackson to have transcended his authority in

partment and branch of the government within its 
legal limits. The excesses of a military chief are 
indeed dangerous to freedom; but history teaches 
us, that military power has invariably risen on the 
vices of the civil authorities. The disorderly pro- 
ceedings of the British parliament, led the way to 
Cromwell’s usurpation; and the despotism of Na- 
poleon was generated by the misconduct of the 
executive directory and the national councils of 
France. 

If general Jackson and Mr. Lacock are resolved 
upon a single combat, either by words or blows, 
let them fight it out: the newspaper arena is large 
enough: but, as there is no constitutional princi- 
ple involved in their broil, the people can have 
little concern in it. ‘This is not a feudal age, in 
which men are compelled to enlist under the ban- 
ner of either a great lord ora petty baron. 

Oue or two of the papers of Kentucky have 
taken in high dudgeon that Mr. Clay should have 
been encountered and overthrown in his opposi- 
tion to General Jackson and the administration. 
For our part, we have not found any thing sacred 
in the person of Mr. Clay, more than in the per- 
son of any other citizen. We treat him as we 
treat others on similar occasions: We comment 
on his speeches; applaud them when distinguish- 
ed by soundness of remark and brilliancy of ex- 
pression; and endeavor to expose them when of 
a contrary description. If he makes a speech in 
Congress, we make observations out of Congress; 
and the observations go against the speech. The 
Hall of the House of Representatives is surely not 
a political embalmery, which preserves all within 
it from the influence of the political elements 
which subsist beyond its walls. With the Ken- 
tucky prints referred to, those, it seems, are pre- 
sidential sycophants, satellites, and parasites, who 
differ from Mr. Clay, and support administration. 
Has, then, the administration ne rights of the 
press? Isthe freedom of that great engine con- 
fined to its opponents? May administration not 
appeal to the understandings of the people, in 
vindication of its measures, against the assaults of 
its antagonists? The language of the “‘ Kentucky 
Gazette,” in this respect, is very remarkable. It 
is opposed to Mr. Clay, as it regards General Jack- 
son, and yet it condemns the commentaries on 
Mr. Clay by those who entertain the same opinion 
with itself on that subject. That “ Gazette,” it 
seems, venerates Mr. Clay personally, but is op- 
posed te him, in Geveral Jackson’s case, political 
ly. Itapprehends, we presume, that this gentle- 
Man’s political character may be destroyed, and 
it seeks to preserve him upon personal considera- 
tions. The “ Gazette” is for Mr. Clay, aé all 
events, whatever may be his congressional course. 





Such is the repudlicamem of tius “ Kentucky Ga- 
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zette.” It reminds us of the verdict of a Scotch 
jury. When asked, whether they had found for 
the plaintiff or the defendant, the foreman an. 
swered, that he did not know any thing about the 
plaintiff or defendant, but that the jury found for 
Mr. Ellis, the attorney. For ourselves, we enter. 
tain friendly sentiments for Mr. Clay: we have 
feared that he would ruin himself: And let him re. 
flect, that his political fate is in his own hands; 
and that ifhe is destroyed, it will be his own fault, 
The House of Representatives sustains the pro. 
priety of the conduct of General Jackson. Pyb. 
lic sentiment sustains it. But public sentiment 
will not support either him or Mr. Lacock in 
their private altercations. However small por. 
tions of the community may be inflamed on such 
occasions, the great body of the people maintain 
a cool and steady judgment in matters of this 
kind.

I certify, that between the Sth and 7th of May, 
1818, whilst at Fort Gadsden, on the Appalachi- 
cola river, I was informed by a Mr. Larua and 
Benneto Gassea, both citizens of, and at that time 
direct from, Pensacola, that at the time of their 
departure thence, there were 500 Indians in and 
about Pensacola; and ¢ further certify, that on my 
arrival at Pensacola, on the 23d of May, I was in- 
formed by Mr. Skeets and other citizens of that 
place, that on the 22d, which was the day before 
my arrival, Holmes, (a noted Red Stick) with his 
party, had left Pensacola to proceed to the Chock. 
tawaichy for safety, having been for several days 
previous in town. All which I certify on honor.

and believed that the indians were in the habit o: 
bringing into this place, horses, cattle, &e. for 
the purpose of selling them «nd other plunder 
Savs he was at Barrancas at the time that general 
Jackson came to Pensacola, in May last; deponent 
acted there as commissary, and knows that seve- 
ral Indians went from town down to Barrancas 
with the Spanish forces and took refuge in the 
fort; that, at the same time, several small parties 
were encampted about the Barrancas; that upon 
the arrival of general Jackson before the Barran 
cas, Tapaulca and family were also in the fort; 
deponent has seen said chief several times in 
Pensacola, and believes him to be either a Creek 
or Seminole Indian; that while deponent was at 
Burrancas, and subsequently to the said month of 
November, 1817, he saw an Indian named Luna 
an express from St. Marks. cross over from Santa 
Rosa island to Barrancas, with despatches for the 
governor here; says that since the said month of 
November 1817, governor Mazot being himself at 
Barrancas, did order this deponent to give rations 
to several parties of Indians then there, of at least 
from thirty to forty strong, men, women, and 
children.

orses, cattle, &c. were brought into this place, 
by the Indians and sold, which deponent however 
did not see.

furnished by order of the Spanish government, 
since about the month of March, 1817, whena 
supply of knives, a few blankets, and some copper 
kettles were furnished, and delivered to a paity 
of Indians, for the purpose, as was then said, of 
acting against the insurgents, who were expected; 
that the said party of Indians, shortly disappeared, 
and nothing more was heard of them. Deponent 
saw, onthe day that major Youngs attacked a 
party of Indians in the neighborhood of this town, 
a number of Indians whom he believes were sen!

The Indians sold this plunder 
openly to the inhab tants of Pensacola, and the 
deponent could not learn that the Spanish authori- 
ties at Pensacola made any inquiries respecting 
it The deponent further states, that at several 
times in the present year, 1818, he saw parties of 
Indians furnished with provisions and ammunition 
from the king’s stores; but he does not recollect 
the dates of these transactions. ‘Che deponent 
further states, that he has frequently heard Spa 
nish officers at Pensacola, justify the conduct of the 
Indians towards the United States, manifesting, in 
their conversation, a decided hostility towards the 
Americans.

Sim,—At 7 o’clock P. M. on the oth instant, Fy 
reached Fort Scott, with the brigale of Georgia | 
militia, 900 bayonets strong, and some of the | 
friendly Creeks, who had joined me on my march | 
a few days before; where, finding but one quart. 
of corn per man, and a few poor cattle, which, | 
added to the live pork I brought along, would | 
give us three days rations of meat, determined me 
at once to use this small supply to the best advan- 
tage. Accordingly, having been advised by colo- 
nel Gibson, quartermaster general, that he would 
sail from New Orleans on the 12th of February 
with the supplies; and being also advised, that 
two sloops with provisions were in the bay, and 
an officer had been despatched from Fort Scott, in 
a large kee! boat, to bring up a part of their la- 
ding; and deeming that the preservation of those 
supplies would be to preserve the army, and ena- 
ble me to prosecute the campaign; I assumed the 
command on the morning of the 10th, o' dered 
the live stock slaughtered and issued to the troops, 
with one quart of corn to each man, and the line 
of march to be taken up at 12 meridian. Having 
to cross the Flint river, and it being very high, 
combined with some neglect in returning the 
boats during a very dark night, | was unable to 
move from the opposite bank until nine o’clock 
on the morning of the 11th, when | took up my 
line of march down the east bank of the river for 
this place, touching the river as often as practica- 
bic, looking for the provision boat which was as- 
ceding, and which IL was fortunate enough to 
meet on the 13th instant, when I ordered an extra 
ration to the troops, they not having received a 
full one of meal or flour since their arrival at Fort 
Karly. On that day, my patroles captured three 
prisoners, and found some hidden corn. On the 
morning of the 14th, T ordered the boat down the 
river to this place, whilst I descended by land, 
and reached here without interruption on the 
morning of the 16th. ‘The eligibility of this spot, 
as a depot, determined me, and L immediately di- 
rected my aid-de-camp, lieutenant Gadsden, of the 
engineer corps, to furnish a plan for, and superin- 
tend the erection of, a fortification. His talents | 
and indefatigable zeal displayed in the execution | 
of this order, induced me to name it Fort —) 
den, to which he is justly entitled. 

On my arrival here, L immediately despatched 
the boat to the bay for the balance of provisions 
known to be there, and to ascertain whether the ! 

Gibson, had reached | 
there; and which returned on the 19th, with the} 
unpleasing intelligence’ that nothing had been | 
head from the flotilla from New Orleans, since it 
was seen passing Fort Bowyer. I immediately 
put the troops on half rations, and pushed the 
completion of the fort for the protection of the 
provisions, in the event of their arrival, intending 
to march forthwith to the heart of the enemy, 
and endeavor to subsist upon-him. In the mean 
time, I despatched major Fanning, of the corps 
of artillery, totake another look into the bay; 
whose return, on the morning of the 23d, brought 
the information that colonel Gibson, with one 
gun boat and three transports, and others in sight, 
were in the bay. On the same night I received 
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am, therefore, apprehensive that some of the 
smaller vessels have been Jost, as one gun boat 
went to pieces, and another when last spoken 
had one foot water in herhold. Ali of the ves- 
sels had been spoken after a gale which dispersed 
them. A north and north west wind has prevail- 
ed for six days, but has fortunately changed this 
morning.

give peace and security to this frontier, and put a 


final end to Indian warfarein the south. 


Finding it very diflicult to supply fort Craw- 
ford, on the Conaco river, by land, Lt have order- 
ed the supplies for that garrison, by water, an:l 
written to the governor of Pensacola, that if he in- 
terrupts them during the present Indian war, I shal! 
view it as aiding our enemy, and treat it as in act 
of hostility, and stated to him the propriety, un- 
der existing circumstances, of his affording alt 
facilities to put down their own, as well as our 
enemies, and that our governments, whilst negou- 
tiating, can take this subject under consideration; 
but in the mean time, our provisions must pass 
to fort Crawford, without interruption. 

In mine of the 14th February, from Hartford, } 
informed you of the measures adopted to secure 
supplies, and in my last, of the 26th, from Fort 
Karly, Linformed you of their situation. To those 
communications f beg leave to refer you. Tiny e 
only to add, that L left fort Early for fort Scov, 
and subsisted my troops on ground pease, cori, 
and some pork, that | could occasionally procu..

In mine of the 26th ult. from fort Early, inform- 
ed you that despatches received by general 
Gaines on the 19th ultimo from the commanding 
officer at fort Scott, induced him to set out that 
night for fort Scott, to prevent its abandonment, 
&c. In his passage down the Flint river, he was 
shipwrecked, by which he lost his assistant, adju- 
tant general, major C. Wright and two soldiers 
(drowned.) The general reached me six days 
after, nearly exhausted with hunger and cold, 
having lost his baggage and clothing, and being 
compelled to wander in the woud four and a half 











da: s without any thing to subsist on, or any clo- 
thing except a pair of pantaloons 1 am happy 
to have it in my power to say that he is now with | 
me at the head of his brigade in good health.

tion on the Appalachicola river, he was early ate 
tacked by tie Seminoles, his property destroyed, 
anc his family rifled from him. Alone he escaped 
and fled to Fort Scott, where, joining the Ameri. 
can siandard, he has preven himself a most zeal. 
ous friend and faithful pilot to this period. In 
justice to him, I am bound to state, that to his 
correct knowledge of the country, and zealous 
attachment to the cause in which we were enga- 
ged, am I measureably indebted for the success 
of the present campaign. 

Mr.‘Hambly accompanies John Blunt. Mr. H, 
isa Spanish subject by birth, and has long been a 
resident as a traderon the Apalachacola river In 
consequence of his attachment to the American 
cause, and his active exertions to check the hos- 
tile feelings of those Indians disposed to war 
against the United States, he drew down upon 
himselfand family their vengeance. He was forci- 
bly taken from his home, at an early period of the 
war; his property, goods, and negroes, taken from 
him, and he violently transported from Nukamky, 
Suwany, and St. Marks, until finally relieved by 
captain M‘Kever, of the American navy; since 
which period, he has-been attached to my army, 
as an Indian interpreter. You will find him an 
honest and faithful friend to our government, and 
valuable for the information which he can afford 
of Spanish policy and intrigue. He is well ac- 
quainted with all the transactions of foreign 
agents in this country, of their practices, &c. and 
= far encouraged by the spanish authorities, 
ac.

A very general notion is entertained, that more 
suicides are committed in Fngland than in other 
countries; and day after day the newspapers are 
filled with communications in which this is always 
assumed as an undoubted fact. The late publica- 
tion of Mr. Kamptz, of Berlin, founded on official 
returns, proves that, in the towns of Prussia, the 
suicides are much more numerous than they are 
in England. For instance—

Berlin, December 22—An official statistical esti- 
mate of our Monarchy has recently been publish- 
ed. Its details are as follows: 

Extent, 5,028 square geographical leagues, at 
15 leagues to a degree. 

Population, (1817) 10,588,157 souls, making 
2,106 to each square league. 

Males from 15 to 60 years of age, 3,028,448. 
Of 454,191 newly born infants, 38,585 were ille- 
gitimate. The mortality for the above year has 
been 2 in 69, that is on 33 men and 36 women. 
A ninth of the accidental deaths is attributed to 
the parents neglecting the benefits of vaccine in- 
noculation; two-ninths to suicide, or drowning, 
by individuals bathing in the rivers. 

Since the return of prince Hardenburg, several 
changes have been spoken of.

Most 
of the American ships that went to Java and Su- 
matra for cargoes, returned to Bengal and Bom- 
bay, on account of scarcity and high prices.

Noah’s Travels —M. M. Noan, esq. late consul 
of the United States at Tunis, has recently pub. 
lished a volume of ‘Travels, with a likeness of him. 
self, at once lovely and literary, to grace the per. 
formance. In this work, at which we have but 
just glanced, Mr. Noah complains of maltreatment 
from Mr Mapisox, when President, and from 
Mr. Monnoz, when Secretary of State. Mr. Cour. 
MAN, the editor of the New York Evening Post, 
has entered the lists in favor of Mr. N. and quotes 
largely from the Travels, and particularly from 
that part of the book which concerus Mr. Noah’s 
griefs. Mr. Noah, it appears, was recalled, by 
the government, from the consulship of ‘Tunis, 
for two causes. 1. Because his religion (he be- 
longs to the Synagogue) was not much respected 
by the Moors and Turks: and, 2d. Because he 
had mismanaged the business; of releasing Ameri- 
can captives residing at Algiers, confided to him, 
and wasted upon an undeserving object the funds 
of the nation placed at his disposal. To lessen 
the pressure of these allegations, Mr. Noah en- 
deavors to warp his letter of recall, in which his 
religion is adverted to, into the expression of a 
sentiment on the part of Mr. Madison and Mr. 
Monroe, that they were, personally, inimical! to the 
Jewish doctrines. This, in our opinion, is very 
weak in this writer of Travels; because any one 
may readily comprehend how, although the Pre- 
sident and Secretary themselves might have no 
objections te the tlebrew religion, that religion 
might, among infatuated Mahometans, when pro- 
fessed by an officer of the United States, create 
animosity. Mr. Noah admits that he did not 
appear as a Jew at Tunis; which shows that he 


pretty much the same opinion as the President 
and Secretary of State did. With regard to 
his accounts, we say nothing at present, except 
to remark that he was very unfortunate in the 
selection of the agent he sent to Algiers. Mr. 
Coleman is quite earnest in pressing this subject 
onthe public attention; but we cannot persuade 
ourselves that he is much alarmed for the liberty 
of conscience. When we have more leisure, we 
may probably take the book up, and pay our res- 
pects to it in form. Ina second edition, we re- 
commend aslight alteration in the picture of Mr. 
N. Let the pen be dropped, and the ex-consul 
be represented sitting on Cape Carthage, with 
Mr. Monroe’s letter of recall in his hand, and 
Richard Raynal Keene by his side. The scene 











would be very picturesque, touching, and impres- 
sive. Cause and effect would then be presented 
to the view at a glance, and in an elevated position- 
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entertained, with respect to the point in question, .
